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NORTHFIELD HISTORY COLLABORATIVE: ONLINE RESEARCH RESOURCE 


Genealogists who use the internet for re¬ 
search should be aware of a digital library 
full of historical material from 16 different 
organizations. The Northfield History Col¬ 
laborative is a project of the Northfield His¬ 
torical Society and its 15 partners, funded 
almost entirely through Minnesota Legacy 
Grants. While it’s not built specifically for ge¬ 
nealogists, its thousands of pages of photo¬ 
graphs, documents, scrapbooks, and more 
do contain some vital records and myriad 
items of interest for those looking for North- 
field and Rice County historical material. 

The Collaborative’s site can be found at 
www.northfieldhistorycollaborative.org. Look 
in the upper right-hand corner of the web¬ 
page for a “How To” section on navigating 
and searching the site. 

The following are some of the offerings: 

• Bridgewater Township birth and death 
records, 1871-1907 — Scans of the original 
register pages appear, and are also search¬ 
able. Six other township record books are 
also available in the Collaborative, thanks in 
very large part to the prior work of the Rice 
County Genealogical Society’s transcription 
project. 

• Northfield phone book, 1907 — Unfor¬ 
tunately this directory only includes house¬ 
holds and businesses that actually had 
telephones. 

® A History of the Northfield and Dun- 
das Churches — This book was published 
about 1952.

9 Northfield High School commencement programs — These are available from the late 
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1800s into the 1940s, 
though not all years are rep¬ 
resented. Other resources 
attempt to list all graduates 
from the first 60 years of the 
school. 

• Scrapbooks of Emily 
Bierman and Emily Wil¬ 
ley Skinner — The nine 
scrapbooks of Emily Bier¬ 
man, which are largely 
newspaper clippings from 
the 1920s and ‘30s about 
Northfield’s history, origi¬ 
nally belonged to the North- 
field Public Library. They 
now reside at the Northfield 
Historical Society, but scans 
of the original pages are 
available online here and 
are full-text searchable. 

Two of Emily Willey Skin¬ 
ner’s similar scrapbooks are 
much earlier. 

• Heatwole’s Dairy Paper/ 

Minnesota Dairyman — 

This dairy trade paper was 
produced in Northfield from 
1906 to 1912 on a monthly 
basis. The publication was 
not centered around North- 
field happenings, but it 
does include some. 

• Rice County School District No. 62 board minutes, 1884-1878 — This district was locat¬ 
ed northwest of Dennison. The minutes include names of teachers hired and school censuses. 

• First three scrapbooks of Nellie “Mom” Phillips — This Northfield News columnist dur¬ 
ing World War II wrote to and about area servicemen and women. Clippings of her work and 
correspondence from servicepeople make up dozens of scrapbooks at the Northfield Historical 
Society.

• Northfield High School Periscopes — Select issues of the school paper are available, 
from between the years 1922 and 1932. 

• World War II veteran photos — A collection of about 250 photographs of Northfield-area 
servicemen and women is available. Originally collected by the VFW. 

• GAR minutes — Minutes of Northfield’s Joseph Lee Heywood Grand Army of the Republic 
post from 1884 to 1892. The original book (and others) resides at the Rice County Historical 
Society; the online version is full-text searchable.
